Statement for Mr. Van Cleave. 


A atatement regarding the matter was 
given out last night at Springfield by George 
B. Gillespie, acting for Mr. Van Cleave. It 
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paid to him as taxes under what is known 
as the 2 per cent income tax on insurance 
premiums. The companies conceived the 
idea that the law was unconstitutional under 
which the payments were made, and the 
payments were protested in his hands. The 
law subsequently was held unconstitutional 
by the Supreme court of Illinois, and the 
amounts paid under protest could be recov- 
ered by the insurance companies. 

“A large proportion of the amounts paid 
were sued for and judgments were rendered 
against Mr. Van Cleave. The amounts sued 
for were paid back to the insurance com- 
panies. Mr. Van Cleave was advised by 
counsel that under the decision of the courts 
he could not safely turn over the moneys he 
had received which had been protested in 
his hands until the expiration of the five 
years’ statute of limitations. 


Payments Last Year and This. 

„% Last year $28,180 protested money, which 
had been reteived from the Northwestern 
Insurance company, was subject to be turned 
over, the statute of limitatione having ex- 


into the state treasury. 

“On last Saturday, June 22, he paid the 
balance agreed upon as the amount due from 
him to the state of Illinois on account of pro- 
tested items, in the aggregate $31,969.75."’ 

It is interesting, but merely incidental, 
that the amount paid last Saturday tallies 
almost exactly with the sum with which Mr. 
Van Cleave is credited as the result of a tin 
tag inspiration when he was city clerk in 
Chicago. 

Results of Tag Industry. 

The sale of tags was said to have netted 
Mr. Van Cleave in the neighborhood of $30,- 
000 or $35,000. He sold them to peddlers, 
cab drivers, and owners of licensed vehicles, 
and they were nailed to the vehicle as evi- 
dence that the proper license fee had been 
paid. The city got the fee and Mr. Van 
Cleave the profits out of the tag industry, 
which was an invention of his own. 

This industry flourished in the years 1895- 
97, during Mr. Van Cleave's last term as 
city clerk. From this office he went to 
Springfield to become superintendent of in- 
surance and inspector general of the state 
militia under Gov. Tanner. Later he became 
insurance superintendent, retiring from that 
office in 1901. 

His Residence an Art Spot. 

Ever since Mr. Van Cleave. made his start 
ae a fisher in financial waters in the city 
clerk’s office be has prospered. His resi- 
dence in Springfield is one of the city’s “ art 
spots, and the new Lincoln bank, with 
which he is connected, is the pride of the 
Springfield business district. 

He has been noted for his artistic capacity 
ever since he invented uniforms for Gov. 
Tanner’s “ millionaire colonels to serve at 
the first inauguration of President McKin- 
ley. Each gown contained about $800 worth 


of gold lace.

POOR OLD PITTSBURG AGAIN. 


Steel Magnate Tries to Kill City’s 
Wealthiest Jewish Citizen. 


SCANDAL IS KEPT SECRET. 


Maj. T. Lemuel Harper Held in Jail 
Without Bail. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 24.—[Spectal, -A bit- 
ter feud, the exact cause of which is shrouded 
in mystery, this afternoon culmimated in a 
desperate attempt on the part of Maj. T. 
Lemuel Harper, one of the most prominent 
steel men of this city, to kill Levi De Wolf, 
probably the wealthiest and best known Jew 
in Pittsburg. 

The shooting took place in De Wolf's of- 
fice, in the Columbia bank bufiding, and 
caused the greatest sensation Pittsburg has 
had in years. Back of the shooting is said 
to be a great social scandal, 

Tonight Harper is locked in the central 
police station, Director Ridgway of the de- 
partment of public safety having refused to 
permit his release on bail. 

Harper is the resident secretary of the 
Americus Republican club. For many years 
He was superintendent of J. Painter & Sons’ 
steel milis, and later acted as district man- 
ager for the American Steel Hoop company. 
He is considered one of Pittsburg’s foremost 
experts in the manufacture of steel. 


Scandal Hidden in Mystery. 

De Wolf, the intended victim. of Harper's 
wrath, is also a leading member of the 
Americus club. Just how the trouble be- 
tween the two men began cannot be learned. 
Both refuse to talk. 

It is known, however, that the first out- 
break betweeg the men occurred in the Amer- 
icus club a week ago. At that time Maj. 
Harper, in the heat of an argument, called 
De Wolf a vile name. Blows were struck. 
Former State Senator W. A. Magee inter- 
fered and took Maj. Harper out of the club. 

This afternoon De Wolf was seated in his 
office talking with Broker Adams when Har- 
per entered. The major drew two revolvers 
from his pockets, and, stepping up to De 
Wolf, said: 

„Are you prepared?“ 

Without waiting for a reply he started 
to fire. De Wolf sprang at Harper, while 
Adams caught the infuriated man about the 


legs. 
Fight for Five Minutes. 
For fully five minutes the men fought, five 


shots being fired during the encounter. For- 


tunately all the bullets went wild, lodging in 
the Ceiling and walls. Finally Harper was 
overpowered and disarmed. 

Patrolman Louis Miller, who had been at- 
tracted by the shots, placed Harper under 
arrest. At the central police station he re- 
fused to talk. In reply to the questions of the 
desk sergeant he said he was 55 years old 
and Uved at 301 Penn avenue. His occupa- 
tion he gave as a laborer. He did not attempt 
to send word to any of his friends, and was 
placed in à cell at once. He seemed to be 
dazed by the events of the preceding few 
minutes. ~- 

Accompanied by several friends, De Wolf 
called on Superintendent of Police McQuaid 
and Director Ridgway a short time later. 
De Wolf asked thet Harper be held without 
dall until information could be made against

President Wilson of Princeton 
Announces New Rules. 


UNITES SCHOOL AND CLUB.

Scheme Designed to Break Up Small 
Cliques Now in Existence. 


_ 
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Princeton, N. J., June 24.—[Bpecial. I- Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson of Princeton untver- 
sity gave out his plan for the social reorgan- 
ization of the university today in the last 
issue of the Alumni Weekly for the year. 

His suggestions, which have been adopted 
by the board of trustees, will abolish the 
factions now rife among students and will 
give more class spirit. They will also, in 
time, abolish the clubs which have taken the 
place of fraternities here. 

President Wilson’s report and the remedy 
offered follow in part: 

„Under the present social organization 
‘there is a constant and ever increasing dis- 
connection between the life and work of the 
university... Between its championships and 
ite duties there is almost complete discon- 
nection regarding its hours of play and those 


of work. 
Club and School as Rivals. 


“Tt has become common for sophomores 
to ask their instructors during the last few 
years whether they shall choose the life of 
the student or that of the clubman. This is 
not because the clubs try to exclude study, 
but because the life there is so engrossing 
and so tempting. Study has to take its 
chance in competition with these pleasures. 

„ Group rivairies break the solidarity of 
the class. The younger classes at no point 
are made conscious of the interests of the 
university; their whole time is concentrated 
upon individual ambitions, upon means of 
preference, upon combinations to obtain in- 
dividual ends, and the welfare of the uni- 


versity is ignored.” 
Unique Remedy Offered. 


To stop these combinations and cliques, 
President Wilson offers a unique plan. It is 
believed to be something absolutely unprece- 
dented in educational history. While the 
students probably will object at first, in the 
end the plan of the president, it is believed, 
will meet with much favor. In fact, he sug- 
gests: 

“My plan is to draw the undergraduates 
together into residential squads, in which 
they shall eat as well as lodge together, and 
in which they shall, under the direction of a 
member of the faculty, regulate their own cor- 
porate life by some simple method of self- 
government. For this purpose it may be

- Quibbling. - 
DO NOT WANT EVIDENCE. 
Repeatedly Demand Specific 


Charges, but Fight Their 
Introduction. 


Efforts to suppress evidence expected to 
incriminate four newspapers of a conspiracy 
to violate the Illinois anti-trust laws were 
continued yesterday by attorneys for the 
Chicago Examiner, American, RecoFd-Her- 
ald, and Daily News in Judge Fred L. Fakes 
court. 

The defendants have taken the peculiarly 
inconsistent attitude of asking for details— 
through what they term more specific com- 
plaints—of the evidence of an illegal com- 
bination on their part to advance the price 
of Sunday newspapers from 5 to 7 cents a 
copy, and then raising every obstacle they 
can conjure up to prevent the details from 
becoming public in a court proceeding. 

We want to know what we are charged 
with,” has been the burden of their argu- 
ments that have consumed five days of the 
judge’s time. 

Then, by every means in their power, they 
have fought the introduction of that evi- 
dence in the court. This evidence, it is 
asserted, will make public particulars of 
their alleged efforts to boycott THE TRIBUNE. 
their threats to injure the business of news- 
dealers who would not comply with their 
demand to cease handling Tue TRIBUNE, 
and the action they took to advance the 
price of Sunday newspapers. 


Holt Would Hear Evidence. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Holt several 
times has indicated his impatience because 
of the delay occasioned by the line of de- 
fense and expressed a desire to hear the 
evidence. 

Mr. Holt yesterday morning said that, 
having held a conference with State’s At- 
torney Healy, he would ask the court to 
give him one or two days in which he and 
Mr. Healy could go over the evidence and 
ascertain the nature of the conspiracy. 

“It is our desire to talk with the witnesses 
of both sides, said Mr. Holt, and ascer- 
tain the exact character of the evidence.“ 

“That meets with my entire approval,” 
complacently said Walter L. Fisher, chief 
counsel for the defendants. “ The only ques- 
tion is to get at the precise points where 
the charges may be met.“ 

“It is not our intention to narrow the in- 
quiry,”’ replied Mr. Holt quickly. ‘‘ We de- 
sire to widen it as much as possible. We 
want to go fully into details of anything 
that appears to be an evidence of a con- 
spiracy in violation of the anti-trust laws. 
If the complaints are not sufficient it is our 
purpose to make them sufficient—to draw 
up new ones. We don’t want the public to 
feel that there is any lack of attention in 
this case on the part of the public prose- 
cutor’s office, and we intend to have it backed 
by the entire force of the state's attorney's 


office.” 
Fisher Has Nothing New. 


Mr. Fisher then argued his belief that no 
offense had been committed, consuming a 
large amount of time without saying any- 
thing new. 

“Our preposition,” said Henry Russell 
Platt, one of the counsel for the prosecution, 
is to give you that information in the man- 
ner prescribed by law.“ 

This answer appeared to irritate Mr. Fish- 
er, for he excitedly said that the way the 
prosecution was proceeding was narrow and 
prescribed, in his judgment. 

Wae are ready, within the limits of the 
law, he answered, to give the court , 
information necessary. 

Every day, said Alfred S. Austrian 
counsel for the prosecuting newsdeale , 
have had to listen to a vociferoug tirade from 
opposing counsel lasting from thirty minutes 
to an hour, taking your honor’s time. We 
have arguments before your honor. I don't 
suppose your honor is to direct us how we 
are to present our evidence to the state's 
attorney. Your honor will recall that Mr. 
Fisher said he did not consider it a privilege 
for his clients to appear before you in a pre- 
liminary hearing. For the fortieth or forty- 
first time we have heard that the prosecution 
represented private interests, and that objec- 
tions made to the complaints by the defense 
have been to show to the world just what 


they are charged with—and just who the real 


offenders are. Have we placed any obstacles 
in the way of hearing the evidence? We 
desire to hear the arguments. 


Judge Fake Stops Redfield. 

Tour honor,“ said Attorney Robert Red- 
field, it this investigation is to be carried 
on by attorneys for an aggrieved newspa- 
per, then our policy will be radically differ- 
ent. We don’t object to giving the state's 
attorney all the evidence he sees fit. If any 
offense has been committed the public prose- 
cutor will see that the guilty ones suffer 
the penalty; but if any aggrieved newspa- 
per——"’ . 

“Now, Mr. Redfield, I'll have to cut you 
off,“ said Judge Fake. 80 far as I am con- 
cerned, this invitation to present the evidence 
to the state’s attorney might just as well 
have been extended outside the court. I am 
glad to have the representative of the state's 
attorney’s office here, but I am not interest- 
ed in the outcome of the presentation of evi- 
dence to the state’s attorney at this time.” 


Might Have Had Details. 


Mr. Platt, who argued during the day on the 
sufficiency of the much abused complaints, 
said: 

It the defendants had not employed dila- 
tory tactics, they would by this time know 
the minutest details of what they are charged 
with. The state is attempting to give these 
details to the court, and the defense ig at- 
tempting to prevent it. They have been 
accused of conspiracy. They know who has 
accused them. The community knows. 
Their wails over what they have called 
their legal rights have arisen not from actual 
grief dut from some ulterior purpose. If 
no objections had been interposed we were 
ready to put the witnesses on the stand four 
days ago. The defendants would dy this 
time have heard the evidence from a great 
many witnesses. If they were innocent—if 
they were the victims of private greed—if the 
accusations were baseless, and if we had no 
facts to support the charges to the satisfac. 
tion of an impartial court, that circumstance 
would by this time have been blazoned before 
the community.” 


Resumes Talk on Constitutionality. 


Mr. Fisher in the morning session resumed 
his argument on the unconetitutionality of 
the anti-trust act. 

“That question,” said Mr. Holt, “was 
raised before Judge Gary, who decided that 
the section you call unconstitutional! did not 
invalidate the act, holding that the state had 
authority to designate the sufficiency of ev- 
idence necessary for a conviction.” 

Mr. Fisher then argued that newspapers 

were not an article of public necessity under 

the common law. W. H. Sexton argued the 
insufficiency of the complaints on constitu- 
tional grounds in behalf of the Daily News 
and individual defendants of that paper.

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Chicago may prepare for another hot day 
and a repetition of the thunder storms, which 
played prahks about the ¢ity yesterday and 
caused damage in several places.

GANGPLANK BREAKS; 4 DIE; 
HUNDREDS FALL INTO WATER. 


Accident During Picnic Excursion on 
Boat Near Tacoma Causes Injury toa 
Score of Passengers. atts 


DROWNINGS OF THE SEASON..........160 

Tacoma, Wash., June 24.—Four persons 
were drowned and a score or more injured 
when the breaking of the gangplank of the 
steamship Multomah precipitated 100 men, 
women and children into twenty-five feet of 
water near Stone's Landing. 

The accident.occurred while a picnic party, 
composed of more than a thousand members 
of the Swedish Order of Valhalla of Ta- 
coma, was embarking to return to Tacoma 
following an outing at the landing. Capt. 
Mathieson of the Multomah lost no time in 
getting the crew at work of rescue. and 
within ten minutes’ all who could be found 
were out of the water. 

The crew’s work was impeded, however, 
by frantic persons grabbing and upsetting 
lifeboats. To add to the confusion excited 
fathers, brothers, and friends of those in 
the water sprang from the dock in attempts 
to save loved ones, and the mass of human- 
ity became so great that the rescuers worked 
under great difficulty. 


Saves Son; Loses Own Life. 

Omaha, Neb., June 24.—[Special. }—To save 
his 5 year old son from drowning, Thomas 
Herron today gave his own life. Herron 
was fishing from a boat in the middle of 
the lake when the boy fell overboard. Though 
unable toswim, Herron plunged into eighteen 
feet of water, caught the child, and brought 
him to the surface. He succeeded in hold- 
ing the child's head above water until res- 
cuers arrived and then sank. 

Two Boys Drown While Fishing. 

Bedford, Ind., June 24.—[Special.]—The 
bodies of Ellis Jeffries, aged 10, and Fane 
Davis, aged 8, of Oolitic, four miles from 
here, were taken from a deep hole at the 
Hoosier quarry this forenoon, where they 
had lain since yesterday unknown to their 
parents. The boys had been seen fishing 
there. 


ORDERS CENSUS OF OKLAHOMA. 


President Instructs Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor to Have Special 
Enumeration Made. 


Washington, D. C., June 24.—Upon the ad- 
vice of the attorney general, the president 
today instructed the secretary of commerce 
and labor to have the census bureau make 
a special enumeration of the inhabitants 
of the proposed state of Oklahoma, including 
both the present territory of Oklahoma and 
the Indian Territory, to determine the popu- 
lation of the proposed new state and its dis- 
tribution among the several territorial sub- 
divisions into which the state will be divided 
should the constitution confirmed by the con- 
vention lately sitting there be approved at 
the polls.

OBJECTS TO 17 CARTOONS. 


City Executive Shows Where 
They Were Intended to 
Impeach Integrity.

Declarations were filed in the Superior 
court late yesterday afternoon in the six 
suits brought by Mayor Busse against 
William Randolph Hearst, Hearst news- 
papers, and Hearst cartoonists, to recover 
damages amounting to $425,000 for alleged 
cartoons and caricatures published in the 
two Hearst newspapers before the mayoralty 
election. : 

The declarations were filed by Scott, Ban- 
croft, Lord & Stephens. They will be assist- 
ed by A. 8. Trude, who has been Mayor 


Busse’s personal legal adviser for twenty 
years. The declarations contain seventeen 
counts, and $25,000 damages is asked in each 
count. William Randolph Hearst, Arthur 
Brisbane, the throbbing brain of Hearstism, 
Cartoonist T. E. Sullivant, the Illinois Pub- 
lishing and Printing company, and the Chi- 
cago Examiner are made codefendants in 
three suits. 

In the other three suits Hearst, “ Brainy " 
Brisbane, Cartoonist T. E. Powers, Hearst s 
Chicago American, and the Evening Ameri- 
can Publishing company are named as de- 
fendants. 


Says Hearst Had Control. 


Nine of the counts cover cartoons published 
in the American and eight cover cartoons 
published in the Examiner between March 15 
and March 29. The precipes to the suits 
were filed in the Superior court just before 
election. 

It is set forth in the declarations that Will- 
iam Randolph Hearst was owner of the two 
newspapers at the time of the committing of 
the grievances and was in supreme authority 
with reference to the control, management, 
and policy of the two corporations, and that 
Arthur Brisbane was editor in chief and gen- 
eral agent of Mr. Hearst at the time the ob- 
jectionable caricatures were printed. 

T. E. Sullivant is made a defandant in the 
suits against the Examiner as the agent who 
drew the objectionable cartoons, and T. E. 
Powers is made defendant in the suits 
against the American as acting as the agent 
of Hearst in making the cartoons which ap- 


peared in that paper. 


Copies of Cartoons Appended. 


Copies of the caricatures are appended to 
each count, and it is set forth in each count 
that the cartoon — and fully de- 
scribed was printed to “ wickedly and ma- 
liciously injure the plaintiff and bring him 
into “ public scandal, disgrace, ridicule, and 
contempt, and intended to impeach the in- 
tegrity and reputation of the plaintiff." 

A number of the caricatures described in 
the declarations represent Mayor Busse as 
handing over the city hall to Wall street. It 
is set forth that one of the cartoons appearing 
in the Examiner contained in the foreground 
a likeness intended by the defendants to 
represent the plaintiff. 

“and the plaintiff further alleges,” the 
declamation continues, that in the back- 
ground of said pieture are several vehicles, 
having upon them the following language, 
The Mazuma Wagons: from Wall Street, 
New York,’ and that said wagons are filled 
with bags having upon them dollar marks. 
And plaintiff alleges that the word ‘ mazu- 
ma’ means and is generally understood to 
mean, im the city of Chicago, In said county 
and state, money and currency of the Unit- 
éd States; that the figures of the four males 
referred to represent millionaires doing bust- 
nessa In Wall street, and represented by said 
defendants to have an interest in the street 
rallye properties located in the sald city of 
Chi¢ago.”’ 

Cassie Chadwick Also Appears. 


“The banner borne by the front rank of 
the four persone contains the words ‘ The 
Mazuma Guards from New Tork.“ the dec- 
laration declares. ‘' The figure in the rear 
was intended to be by the said defendants, 
and was so understood by the public who 
saw the caricature and cartoon, to be that 
of Cassie Chadwick, a convict now confined 
in the state penitentiary of Ohid; that the tag 
upon her, bearing the name of Cassie Chad- 
wick,’ refers to her; and that the words be- 
neath her, ‘Daughter of the Regiment,’ re- 
fer to her as the daughter of the regiment 
to which the plaintiff is assigned in said car- 
toon and caricature as leader; that the gign 
beneath the body of the plaintiff, pointing in 
a certain direction, meaning the direction 
of the city hall, with the words upon it To 
the City Hall,’ is meant and intended by de- 
fendants to impute and charge the plaintiff 
with leading the way to be pursued by him- 
self and the five followers referred to—to the 


city hall.“ 
Designed to Injure Prospects. 


It is set forth that at the time of the publica- 
tion of this cartoon the plaintiff was a candi- 
date for mayor, and that the cartoon was cal- 
culated to“ injure his prospects of election, 
injure him in his reputation as a man and a 
citizen, and was designed to subject him to 
ridicule and expose him to public hatred, con- 
tempt, and financial injury.“ 

One of the counts against the American is 
based on a cartoon by Powers published in 
that paper on March 26 containing of- 
fensive, grotesque, and libelous matter.“ 
The declaration sets forth that Mr. Busse 
is pictured as leading tearful Chicago to 
the “river of dishonor.“ Overhead files a 
flock of buzzards to represent the traction 
interests, and in the rear is a pack of gray 
wolves. 

In another part of the cartoon, it is pointed 
out, the river is labeled “ River of Graft.“ 
It is shown that the word graft,’’ when ap- 
plied to public money, Means money corrupt- 
ly obtained, and that in Chicago the words 
„gray wolves,”’ as applied to persons seek- 
ing election or holding public office, mean 
persons who would steal or who have stolep 


public moneys.

Bechlichmeier and Is Buried as 
His—Real Person Turns Up and Is 
Held by Police Pending Investi- 
gation of Stolen Clotkes Found in 
Room After His “Death.” 


A man believed to Have drowned early in 
May, when a body taken from the river was 
identified as his, returned to Chicago yester- 
day and was placed tn a cell pending an in- 
vestigation of the alleged theft of clothes 
found in his room. 

On May 26 the police took a bedy from the 
river at West Fourteenth street. I. was 
identified by three men as being that of Peter 
Bschlichmeier, 40 years old, 244 Clybourn 
avenue, who had disappeared several days 
before. Edward Seiter, Stephen Leonda, 
and Heinrich Mormorstein, who boarded at 
Bschlichmeter’s house, said the body was his. 

Bschlichmeier walked into the Maxwell 
street police station in the afternoon and 
said he had come for articles of clothing 
taken from his room after the body was 
found in the rWwer. 

Theft Discovered by Police. 

Detectives, who had taken the clothes in 
three valises because it was believed they 
would be of no further use to Bschlichmeier, 
found a safety deposit box key among his 
effects. They fitted the kéy to a box used 


in Graham Bros.’ bank, West Madison and 


Union street, used by Christ Cherowdas, 175 
West Van Buren street. 

Cherowdas identified some of the clothing 
found in Bschlichmeier’s room as part of 
that stolen from his house in May. He said 
thieves ransacked several rooms and stole 
articles of clothing and a number of trinkets. 

Bschlichmeier told the police he had been 
in Buffalo, N. T., more than three months, 
and that he knew nothing about the valises 
found in his room, declaring they belonged 
to some one else. He was placed in a cell 
pending an investigation: Bschlichmeier 
said he worked his way east on a boat and 
that he had returned to Chicago last Satur- 
day. He said he began work at 393 West 
Madison street. 


Body Buried Two Weeks Ago. 

The body of the man taken from the river 
was kept at the county morgue until two 
weeks ago, when it was buried as being that 
of Bschlichmeler. After the body had been 
identified the Austrian consul in Chicago was 
notified. He made inquiries among his coun- 
trymen, but all said they had not heard from 
Bschlichmeier for several weeks previous to 
the finding of the body. 

Friends of the man believed to have 
drowned were dumfounded when he re- 
turned last Saturday. Th three men who 
identified the body believed at first there was 
something supernatural about the return. 


Second Mistake in Identity. 

Another case of mistaken identity was 
cleared up more quickly. The body of aman 
was found in the alley at the rear of Ald. 
Brennan's saloon, Desplaines and Madison 
streets. It was taken to the County hospital 
and left there because ambulance men could 
not get into the county morgue. 

Michael Smith, 49 West Madison street, 
who found the body, said it was that of his 
friend, William A. Barge, 3317 Hoyne avenue. 
When the police went to Barge's house to in- 
form his wife, Barge met them at the door. 

Barge returned with the police to see the 
body, only to find it gone. Inquiries at the 
county morgue, hospital, and of almost every 
undertaker on the west side failed to afford 
any trace of where the body had gone. The 
police are hunting for it still.

ago. 

New Dress Will Be Provided. 

Mrs. Strom went to a bureau drawer and 
came back with the dress.

“I can't recall the 
name of the goods, but it is a grade better 
than white lawn, and, see the pretty lace in- 
sertions. A dressmaker made it. Maybe it 
is a Uttie out of style.

Theft of Clothing Alleged. 


Grinberg fell into the meshes of the law 
when he went to Mrs. Brendecke’s yester- 
day to get his trunk. He took two detectives 
there to insure his getting out with it safely. 
Investigator W. B. Thorpe of the Juvenile 
court and another detective arrived soon aft- 
erward. 

Mrs. Brendecke and her daughter, Mrs. 
Otto Freyer, who is a dentist, insisted that 
the trunk be openedin their presence. It was 
found to contain two silk hats, a swallow 
talled coat, a frock coat, six pairs of trousers, 
newly cleaned and pressed, and articles of 
haberdaghery that might have belonged to a 
Beau Brummell. 

Mrs. Freyer identified the articles as the 
property of her former husband, Otto Freyer, 
who lived at 2446 Park avenue, but now isan 
inmate at the Chicago Home for Incurables. 
The janitor said Mr. Freyer gave him the 
clothes to keep, but Mrs. Freyer said that 
recently Mr. Freyer had been asking about 
hie clothes, saying that he had sent them to 
Mrs. Freyer at Mrs. Brendecke’s for safe 
keeping. Grinberg was taken to the Des- 
plaines street police station, and Mrs. Freyer, 
who is yeyng and pretty, went along to swear 
out a warrant. A patrol wagon removed 
the fine raiment. 


Mre Brendecke Pleads Innocence. 


Mrs. Brendecke showed visitors around the 
three story hospital property. There wére 
half a dozen healthy looking babies, only one 
of which was for adoption. One of the moth- 
ers, a pretty girl, was said to be only 16 years 
old. Some of the patients called Mrs. Bren- 
decke mother.“ 

„Why should I run the risk of legal prac- 
tices when I have an institution like this at 
stake?” asked Mrs. Brendecke. “I might 
have to run away any time if I did. I have 
been here eighteen years and everything has 
been regular. In addition to a lump charge 
of $60 I charge patients only $7 a week, and 
few complain about it. I never have been in 
a criminal court and I don’t expect any 
trouble beyond annoyance in this case.”’ 

Dr. Antonia Celestine Jacobs, who until a 
year ago worked for How, said since she has 
been with Mrs. Brendecke there have been 
about sixty births in the hospital. Of the 
children ten died and were sent to the county 
morgue or to Sheldon’s undertaking estab- 
lishment, about twenty were adopted, and the 
remainder were kept by their mothers. 


Action by Medical Society. 


The postal authorities recently denied the 
use of the mails to Mrs. Brendecke and twen- 
ty other medical institutions, physicians, and 
midwives on the basis of evidence furnished 
by the Chicago Medical society. Among 
those denied use of the mails was Dr. Carpen- 
ter, 148 State street, formerly house physi- 
cian for the Irene How sanitarium. The evi- 
dence laid before the federal authorities by 
the medical society was obtained by a girl 
detective. 

Dr. Rudolph W. Holmes, chairman of the 
committee on criminal) practice of the Chi- 
cago Medical society, reviewed the work of 
the committee during the last two years at 
the society’s meeting last Wednesday night. 
He reported that THES TRIBUNE was the first 
newspaper to exclude questionable medical 
advertisements from its pages. The Record- 
Herald, News, and Chronicle followed, but 
the Examiner, the American, the Inter 
Ocean, and the Journal declined to follow the 
example. On May 21 last, however, the post- 
master general compelled these newspapers 
to discontinue the advertisements. 


DEFIES FATE AND CONTRACTOR. 


Jeweler Refuses to Vacate, Although 
Building Is Being Razed and Debris 
and Elements Threaten. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 24.—[Speclal. 
Louis Baum, a jeweler, has had a storeroom 
in Oddfellows’ block for years, and when 
the contract was let for the erection of the 
new building Baum refused to vacate unless 
paid a bonus. The contractor went to work 
tearing down the building, but Baum re- 
mained. 

Piece by piece the building was coming 
down, and every moment the workmen came 
nearer the tenant, but he refused to move. 
Last night there wae a downpour of rain, 
but Baum sat calmly at his desk and refused 
to be driven out. Today workmen reached 
the ceiling over his room and part of the 
plaster fell through on Baum, but he still 
refused to go. 

Just how the contractor is going to get him 
out is a mystery to thousands of people who 
stop daily and look at the work in progress.

SUPERINTENDENT OF COMPULSORY 
EDUCATION A MODEST MAN. 


Waxes Indignant on Learning of 
Movement to Collect Fund from 
Truant Officers for the Purpose of 
Buying Him a Diamond Tribute of 
Regard—Declares He Would Not 
Wear a Jewel—Mystery in Letters 
Signed “Blanche Spofford.”’ 


Lester Bodine, superintendent of compul- 
sory education, developed a strong and lively 
aversion for diamonds last night, especially 
diamonds set in pins, stars, and medals. 
He told the committee ‘on buildings and 
grounds of the board of education that he 
didn’t like diamonds, that he never had had 
one, that he didn’t want one, and that he 
wouldn't wear one if he had it. 

Mr. Bodine’s sudden aversion for the pre- 
clous gems developed at 9:14 p. m., while 
he was sitting tranquilly in the room of the 
committee, in the role of an innocent and 
interested spectator. At that hour Chalir- 
man Chester M. Dawes of the committee, in 
going through the pile of reports before him, 
came to an inoffensive looking letter. 


Complaint Is Made in Letter. 

Chairman Dawes took up the letter and 
read: 

I wish to call your attention to the collection 
of money from the truant officers of the board of 
education. Each one of the officers. haa been asked 
to give $5 to buy a diamond pin to present to Mr. 
Bodine, the superintendent. The money is being 
collected by one of the officers, Mrs. Paradis. 
This woman is a relative of Mr. Bodine and she 
ie much interested in the matter. I know it is 
against the rules of the board of education to do 
this and that is the reason I wish to cell your attem- 
tion to the matter, amd then, again, I can see no 
reason why $150 should be collected from the tru- 
ant officers to give to Mr. Bodine. 

Hoping you will take this matter up at once 
and give Mrs. Paradis to know that this can’t be

FAST TRAINS LIKB SAILS 


BLOCK SIGNAL WIRES OUT; BOYS 
SAID TO BE GUILTY. 


Passengers on “California Limited“ 
of Santa Fe Railroad Walk Along 
Track and Pick Flowers While 
Brakeman Walks in Front of En- 
gine for Mile and a Half—Officials 
of Road Fail to Find Mischief- 
makerse—Small Lads Are Blamed. 


The ‘ California Limited and other fast 
trains of the Santa Fé railroad have been 
delayed a half hour or more at Streator, IIL, 
the last few days because some one has been 

cutting the block signal wires. Passengers 
have made indignant inquiries at offices of 
the railroad, but the officials are powerless. 

Residents of Streator fird the situation a 
huge joke and blame mischief making boys. 
The Streator station is crowded whenever a 
fast train approaches slowly, a brakeman, 
flag in hand, walking between the rails ahead 
of the engine. The Streatorites derive much 
amusement from the situation, 

The block effected extends a mile and a 
half west of Streator. Cutting the wires sets 
the danger signal permanently throughout 
the block. Ten days ago some one discoy- 
ered this. Streator residents say several 
boys are responsible, but in any event con- 
stant repairs and the watchfulness of six 
secret service men have failed to prevent the 
wires being severed, 


Passenger Tells of Troubles. 


A man who arrived in Chicago from Ari- 
zona in the afternoon told of hia experience. 

“Just west of Streator,” he said, ‘ we 
came to a dead stop. Nobody could see 
that anything was the matter, but the con- 
ductor sald that the block signal was set, 
and that we must go slow. Later one of the 
trainmen learned boys were suspected of 
cutting the wires. He said that, according 
to the rules of the road, we could pass the 
block in just one way. 

„ go we started. A flagman got out fn 
front of the@ngine and started to walk down 
the track. Then the train started and 
followed the flagman at a snail's pace down 
the whole length of that block. 


Get Out to Pick Flowers. 


“Those of us who were not too mad got 
out end picked flowers along the way. Most 
of the passengers, though, had connections 
to make, and they were nearly wild with 
impatience. 

‘One of these was Percival Lowell, owner 
and direetor of the observatory at Flagstaff, 
Ariz. He had just obtained some new pho- 
tographs of the canals of Mare and was hur- 
rying them to Boston. He missed his con- 
nection. 

“It took more than thirty minutes to make 
that mile and a half. At the station we 
found most of the population of Streator 
Lined up waiting for us The Streatorites 
are meeting every train and guying it.“

DELIVERS $300,000 FOR INSTI- 
TUTE OF PATHOLOGY. 


to Direct Organization—Purposes 
Are Outlined and Benefit to Man- 
kind to Be Derived by Research 
Reviewed by One of Physicians 
Whe First Interested Donor and 
Her Legal Adviser in the Project. 


New York, June 44.—[Special.)}—Mrs. Rus- 
sell Sage has delivered to the Sage Founda- 
tion securities of the market value of $300,000, 
the income on which is to be applied for an 
institute of pathology to be carried on in 
connection with the city hospital and city 
home on Blackwell's island. The securities 
will yield an annual income of from $12,000 
to $14,000, and the money will be used to pay 
the salaries of the pathologist and his assist- 
ants and for the equipment and further con- 
etruction of new buildings. . 

Mrs. Sage, Robert W. De Forest, her legal 
adviser, and Dre. E. G. and T. C. Janeway 
believe the institution can be built up in much 
the same way as the pathological institution 
of the city of Frankfort, Germany, which, 
until Baron von Senkenburg, by endowment, 
raised it to be one of the great scientific hos- 
pitals of Germany, was almost unheard of 
as a municipal institution. 


Purpose of the Institute. 

Dr. Theodore C. Janeway, who interested 
Mre. Sage and Mr. De Forest in the project 
for the institute of pathology, wrote to Mr. 
De Forest on April 15: 


The purpose of the institute is twofold: 


First, research into problems of disease, 
more especially the diseases of advanced life; 
secondly, the improvement of the care of the 
city’s poorest sick and aged in two of its lar - 
gest institutions.” 

The present pathologist of the city hospital, 
Dr. Horst Oertal, Dr. Janeway informed 
Mrs. Sage, was appointed four years ago 
and since that time has served the city with- 
out salary. He has immensely raised the 
character of all work done throughout the 
institution. He has had trained assistants, 
but they never received a cent for their work 
and were obliged to leave him. Dr. Janeway 
advocated paying these men from a fund 
such as that now made available by Mrs. 


Sage. 


Reviews Opportunity for Study. 

In writing of the good to be attained by 
research in the institutions, Dr. Janeway 
said: 

No institutions in this country offer such 
unparalleled opportunity to study affections 
of the heart, kidneys, and blood vessels, and 
diseases of the nervous system as these two 
great institutions, with over 2,000 inmates. 
Dr. Welch of Johns Hopkins university, in 
a recent speech, drew attention to the fact 
that medical science in the last fifty years 
was able to increase the expectancy of life 
for every individual by twelve years, but that 
this expectation only held good before the 
age of 40, after which our expectation of life 
{a no greater than that of our forefathers, 
This, he said, was because the prevention of 
disease had been so far only through a study 
and knowledge of Infectious diseases which 
kill especially the young. Preventive medi- 
cine of the future, he said, must study the 
cause of m later life, and 
after learning these it must learn upon what 
depends the accomplishment of prevention.”

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COMMERCE RIGHTS 
NNO LS YALE TOPIC 


Senator Addresses Law Grad- 
uates on Federal Power 
to Regulate. 


EQUITY AND SAFETY AIMS 


Development of National Code a 
Protection Against State 
Inequalities. 


New Haven, Conn., June 24.—[Special. ]— 
Senator P. C. Knox of Pennsylvania, in an 
address today to the graduating clase of the 
Yale Law school, took for his theme “ The 
Development of the Federal Power to Regu- 
late Commerce.” 

The senator said congress not only had 
power to regulate commerce and its instru- 
mentalities, but also persons by whom arti- 
cles of commerce are produced. The power 
to regulate does not carry the power to pro- 
hibit commerce unless the prohibition is for 
safety or protection, he said. Equality of 
commercial right is one of the things that 
goes with the federal power to regulate. 

Secretary Taft reached Yale just in time 
to hear the announcement that two Filipino 
students whom he sent to the Yale school 
had captured the leading scholarship general 
honors open to the senior class. José Es- 
caler of Pomponga won the highest scholar- 
ship prize. Mariono Honrade de Joya of 
Batonz stood second in this class. He was 
graduated from Indiana university last year. 
The chief prize awarded in the law school 
went to Jobn Carroll Slade of Kelloggsville, 
N. Y., who took the Townsend oration pre- 


mium of $100. 
Federal Control a Safeguard. 

Senator Knox in beginning hie speech said 
the federal control over commerce was 
ganted chiefly as a safesuard against com- 
mercial reprisals between the states. In 
some respects, he said, it was the greatest 
power lodged in the general government. 
He said the necessity for exercising the na- 
tional power arose largely out of the failure 
of states to regulate wisely great corpora- 
tions. This failure by the states led to many 
abuses, which only federal action could cor- 


rect. 

The legislation which was proposed to the 
Fifty-seventh congress to meet the situation 
was: 

1. That in respect of railroad rebates, the 
omission in the act to regulate commerce to 
punish the beneficiary should be supplied by 
imposing a penalty not only upon the car- 
rier who gave but upon the shipper who re- 
ceived such rebates, and that the power of 
the equity courts to restrain such practices 
at the suit of the United States should be 
made certain by statute. 

„ “2. That it should be made unlawful to 
transport traffic by carriers subject to the 
act to regulate commerce at any rate less 
than such carriers’ published rate, and that 
all who participated in the violation of such 
law should be punished. 

“3. That a comprehensive plan should be 
framed to enable the government to get at all 
the facts bearing upon the organization and 
practices of concerns engaged in interstate 
and foreign commerce essential to a full un- 
Gerstanding thereof. 

“4. Another step in legislation which was 
earnestly recommended was an act te speed 
the final decision of cdses under the inter- 
state commerce and anti-trust law.“ 


3 Aim to Secure Equality. 

The senator said these points were intended 
to secure equality in transportation and rea- 
-Bonableness in charges. The power to reg- 

ulate, he asserted, was the power to pre- 

ecribe the rule by which commerce is gov- 
erned. The power of congress is plenary, 
he said. whether in relation to commerce be- 
tween the states or with foreign nations He 
then cited the laws prohibiting the carrying 
of diseased cattle, explosives, and lottery 
tickets, all of which had been held constitu- 

tional. Continuing, the senator said: 
First, I shall restate the existing rule, as 
tit has been judicially determined, in these 
“ae words: Congress has the power to regulate 
Interstate commerce, which includes the pow- 
ook 5 er to regulate the means or instrumentalities 

3 by which commerce is conducted. 

3 “The new proposition is this: Congress 
das the power to regulate commerce, includ- 
3 ing its instrumentalities, and likewise power 
ee to regulate the persons by whom articles of 
commerce are produced in respect to matters 
disconnected with commerce. This addition 
to the rule finds expression in the suggestion 
to prohibit the interstate transportation of 
mocuous articles lawfully made or produced 
in a state for reasons not affecting interstate 

commerce. . 

Is Production Commerce? 

“Tet us now consider whether the regula- 
tion of the business of producing articles 
which may in whole or in part go into inter- 
state commerce by denying to the owner the 
priviliges of interstate commerce for reasons 
not affecting such commerce is a regulation 
of commerce. In other words, is the mere 
production of goods commerce? If it is not, 
then can congress regulate such production 
within a state under the constitutional power 
to regulate interstate commerce? 

“It would be difficult to overstate the im- 
portance and seriousness of the question thus 
presented, as upon its ultimate authoritative 
dGetermination depends, it may be, the auton- 
omy of the states in substantially all matters 
of internal police. 

“In my judgment, the power to regulate 
commerce between the states does not carry 
with it the power to prohibit commerce, un- 
less the prohibition has for its purpose the 
facilitation, safety, or protection of commer- 
cial intercourse, or the accomplishment of 
some other national purpose. 

“The power to regulate interstate com- 
merece does not extend to the laying of an 
arbitrary embargo-upon the lawfully pro- 
duced, harmless products of a state, nor to 
the right to defeat the policy of a state as 
to its own internal affairs. 


Equality of Commercial Right. 

I concede that the national power to regu- 
late interstate commerce carries with it the 
right to prohibit commerce in order to se- 
cure equality of commercial right, or to 
prevent restraint of or interference with 
commerce, but not to prohibit the shipment 
of the inocuous products of producers within 
a state who are pursuing a course sanctioned 
by the lews of the state, and in nowise in 
iteeif interfering with interstate commerce. 
If prohibition of interstate trade is within 
the arbitrary power of congress, it might be 
exercised so as to exclude the products of 
Particular states or sections of the country. 
Congress then might prohibit the shipment of 
cotton or wheat to promote the interests of 
wool or corn. 

“The sum of the matter is this: For the 
purpose of protecting commerce congress 
may close its channels to those who are in- 
juriously affecting it, but for the purpose 
of enforcing a more enlightened policy in re- 
spect to matters not within the jurisdiction 
of congress it has no such power. 

The power of the federal government can- 
mot be increased except by new grants of 
power through amendment of the constitu- 
tion. The efficiency, however, of the federal 
government will progressively increase

The city administration did not pay much 
attention to the alderman. It was easily un- 
derstood he is opposed to the charter for the 
simple reason that if it should carry he would 
have to retire from the council. 

Inspector Wheeler was told it was all right 
this time, but it must not happen again. As 
to his plea of ignorance as to what had been 
going on, he was told in the future he would 
better keep his eyes wider open, as it is part 


ot his duty to keep informed on such matters. 


Makes Attack on Examination. 


Former Corporation Counsel Beckwith 
made a plea hefore the civil service com- 
mission attacking the examination by which 
Chief Sanitary Inspector Ball holds his po- 
sition. He said he represented some tax- 
payers,” but the understanding is these 
taxpayers are sanitary inspectors, who 
would have a chance at the place themselves 
if a promotional examination should be or- 
dered. At the end of Beckwith's argument 
the hearing was adjourned till Monday. 


Want a Turner on School Board. 


A delegation from the turners’ organization 
asked Mayor Busse yesterday that a mem- 
ber of the Chicago turngemeinde be named 
on the school board to succeed Dr. Weil.

Nothing to Do with Racing. 


In speaking of the report that there will be 
racing this summer at the Harlem, Haw- 
thorne, and Worth tracks, Mayor Busse said: 
I know nothing about the intentions of the 
owners of these tracks. Personally I would 
be glad to see horse racing in Chicago. There 
is no track in Chicago at present, and official- 
ly I would have nothing to do about it.“ 


VENUS THE INHABITED PLANET, 
SAYS A CHICAGO PROFESSOR. 


More Likely than Mars to Be Home of 
Human Beings—Atmosphere Is Like 
That of the Earth. 


Venus may possess a population of human 
beings and a civilization just as well as the 
earth. In fact, it is likely that Venus, more 
than Mars or any other planet besides the 
earth, has an atmosphere in which human 
beings may thrive and develop a life. 

This is according to the theory of Prof. 
Forest Ray Moulton of the University of 
Chicago as given in a lecture yesterday to 
summer students on “ The Relation of the 
Earth to the Other Planets.”’ 

“The atmosphere around Venus, as near 
as we can tell, is much like that ot the earth, 
he said. “It is more similar to that.ef the 
earth than probably that of. any other 
planet.“ 

“It is impossible for me to say anything 
about Mars in respect to life-on this planet. 
If there are inhabitants on Mars they proba- 
bly are more developed, more advanced in- 
tellectually and physically, than the people 
of the earth are.“ 

Prof. Moulton also characterized as absurd 
a more or less popular theory that the earth 
and Mars might communicate with each oth- 
er by means of bonfires or electricity. 


DUCK GIRL IN WATER TROUGH. 


Lulu Kuhn Declares Two Men Mistreat- 
ed Her—One Arrested, While the 
Other Escapes. 


Charged with immersing Miss Lulu Kuhn, 
25 years old, 277 West Madison street, early 
yesterday in a water trough at Adams and 
Green streets, John Brady, age 27, now occu- 
pies a cell at the Desplaines street police 
station. The young woman told the police 
she was walking along Green street and 
when crossing Adams two men stepped be- 
hind her, seized her, carried her, she says, 
to a water trough, and threw her into the 
water. She says the men would have drowned 
her had it not been for Police Sergeant Barry, 
who heard her cries and went to her assist- 
ance.

IGNORES THE STATE LAW 


New Rules for Clean City Keep 
‘Candidates’ Pictures Off 
the Poles. 


An ordinance to reduce the license for sell- 
ing cigarets from $100 to $15 was introduced 
in the city council last evening. In one way 
it was about as unique a piece of suggested 
legislation as anybody ever was called upon 
to consider. It goes on the presumption 
that a law passed by a higher legislative 
body is invalid and the subordinate body can 
legislate on the subject to sult itself. 

The explanation given wae that there was 
a chance of the state law forbidding the sale 
of cigarets being thrown out by the Supreme 
court. In that case the proposed ordinance 
would be operative in Chicago, Of course, 
if the court sustained the law then the or- 
dinance would amount to nothing. So far 
as known, however, a city council has never 
taken it for granted that an act of the: legis- 
lature of its own state is unconstitutional 
and acted on that assumption. It has always 
waited until the courts have.decided. 

The ordinance was introduced by Ald. 
Dunn, chairman of the license committee. 
He explained it was not his ordinance, but 
had been given him by a delegation of retail 
tobacco dealers. It was sent to the license 
committee. 

Besides reducing the license fee from $100 
to $15 a year the ordinance defines “ dele- 
terious ingredients as morphine, opium, 
strychnine, cocaine, or other poisonous drug 


or drugs, and forbids the sale of any kind 


of cigarets to persons under 18 years of age. 
These minors are also forbidden from hav- 
ing tobacco in any form about their persons. 


Phone Measure Waits Till Fall. 

The council fixed on July 8 as the date for 
its adjournment for the summer vacation. 
It will reconvene Sept. 23. This practically 
disposes of all chance of consideration of 
the telephone ordinance before vacation. It 
is, of course, possible for the committee to 
report the ordinance July 1, and call it up 
July 8, but this is not seriously considered by 
anybody interested. It is unlikely the com- 
mittee will be ready to report next Monday, 
and if it does the attempt to pass so important 
an ordinance the next week would raise a 
riot. . 

There were times in the old boodle day 
when this sort of thing was done, but even 
then they always produced a revolt, and 
such an attempted procedure now would 
start a scandal the last of which would not 
be heard for years. 

Ald. Bennett moved that the adjournment 
be next Monday, but Ald. Finn asked for one 
week more’ on the ground that there were 
many small mattere which should be cleaned 
up, and this was agreed to. 

Then Ald. Snow had this vote reconsidered, 
and asked for the original date of July 1, but 
was beaten 27 to 80, and July 8 stood. Ald. 
Kohout vainly tried to make it July 15, but 
the mayor was too busy even to put his mo- 
tion. This last date would have given the 
telephone ordinance a chance. 


Two Times Eight Not Twelve. 

Mayor Busse vetoed an ordinance of Al& 
Foell for a conduit across Cass street for the 
benefit of the Monarch Brewing company on 
the ground that the project was physically 
impossible. The ordinance provided for two 
eight inch pipes in a twelve inch conduit and 
the mayor said that could not be done. The 
council agreed with him. 

Then Ald. Foell moved to amend by making 
them six inch pipes. Ald. Herlihy explained 
this would not do either as the diameter of a 
pipe is its inside diameter, and the alderman 
from the Twenty-first ward had forgotten ta 
consider the thickness of the tron composing 
the pipes. So the matter went back to the 
committee. 

A vetoof the amendment to the track eleva- 
tion ordinance of the Burlington and Chicago 
Termigal roads was sent in. Then the ordi- 
nance was amended so as to allow the con- 
demnation of the eighty-four feet of ground 
the price of which has been in disputé. 

The méayor also vetoed the ordinance 
placing the city chauffeurs under contro! of 
the business agent. He thought they should 
report to the heads of departments. 


Candidates’ Picturés as Rubbish. 


Commissioner Hanberg sent in an addition 
to the clean city ordinance. In addition to 
forbidding the dumping of any kind of refuse 
in any public place and providing for two 
metal boxes for all households, one for garb- 
age and one for waste, it prohibits the post- 
ing of any kind of sign, even pictufes of can- 
didates for office, on any kindof street pole 
or on curbstone or sidewalk. 

Ald. Cullerton went outside of his ward 
to get a permit for the Leirtan Wrecking com- 
pany to use a yard in the twentieth ward. 
Ald. Finn protested loudly, declaring that 
when the representative of the company got 
‘his original permit on the plea that he wanted 
a renewal of a lumber yard license he simply 
eck“ The Cullerton resolution was put on 
file, 57 to 9. 

On the motion of Ald. Uhlir an ordinance 
putting all penny arcades and similar de- 
vices under the supervision of the chief of 
police was sent to the judiciary committee. 
It_provides that no license for such shows 
shall be issued without his recommendation. 


No Free Fireworks Permits. 

Ald. Fulton raised a storm by a good na- 
tured looking order allowing the mayor to 
issue free permits for the sale of fireworks 
during the five days in which they can be 
legally sold. 

We will have the whole west side burned 
down; you might as well repeal the whole 
ordinance,“ exclaimed Ald. Conlon, and his 
‘motion to send the order to committee was 
carried 35 to 34. 

Notice was given by Ald. Finn of the un- 
velling of a statue of the elder Mayor Har- 
Tison at Union park July 29. He invited 
everybody to attend. ü 

On motion of Ald. O'Connell it was voted 
to close the city hall July 4, 5, and 6, so as to 
give everybody there a three days’ holiday.

Evidence Before Grand Jury 


Believed Sufficient to War- 
rant Indictments. 2 


T. A. SCOTT TAKES STAND. | 


Government Closely Guards One 


of Strongest. Witnesses of 
Investigation. 


Investigation of the so-called „Hen trust 
occupied the entire session of the federal 


‘grand jury yesterday. The evidence secured 
was largely confirmatory of that presented 
on Friday, and while there are many other 
witnesses subpeenaed,, it is probable they 
will be excused, as the facts set forth 
are believed to be sufficient to warrant indict- 


ments. 


Ot the six witnesses examined yesterday 
four are loyés of A. Booth & Co. These 
were John E. Stratman, bookkeeper; Albert 
Acherlind, clerk; Alexander W. T. Ogilvie, 
deputy manager; and John Cheeseman, as- 
sistant traffic manager. The two other wit- 
nesses were T. A. Scott and W. M. Hattery, 
clerks in the Continental National bank, 
wherein the accounts of the fast freight line 
were kept. ‘It was through commissions paid 
this fast fréight line, organized by Booth & 
Co., that the government claims the rebating 
charged to the Lake Shore railroad was ac- 


complished. 
Scott a Strong Witness. 

While it is known that Cheeseman, as assist- 
ant to Henry Brigham, traffic manager for 
Booth & Co., and agent for their fast freigitt 
line, gave important testimony, one of the 
strongest witnesses of the day was T. A. 
Scott. He was closely guarded by the gov 
ernment. 

It is now said that several railroads, be- 
sides the Lake Shore, are implicated and may 
be included should a true bill be voted. TWO 
roads said to be-thus involved are the Erie 
and the Lackawanna. According to this re- 
port, these two roads also carried the Booth 
& Co. fast freight, paying therfor a com- 
mission ranging from 12 to 16 per cent, not 
only on Booth business, but that of independ- 
ent fish companies which was secured. : 

As the grand jury is going into both aides o 
the affair this indictment may be unique 
among trust operations of the government in 
that neither the fish company nor the railroads 
involved will be granted immunity. Ordi- 
narily, one party or the other to the. HHegal 
compact is induced to confess its share, and 
thereby secures immuntly as payment for 
such information. 
time the government is in no way hampered 
and the grand jury is at liberty to proceed 
against one or all the parties to the agree- 
ment. 


Will Hurry Matters, 


Every effort possible is being made to pre- 


gent all the matters now in the hands of the 
district attorney to the grand jury before the 
end of the fiscal year. As this is the last 
grand jury before fall, however, there are 
a greater number of cases than usaul can be 
there is little likelihood that a report can be 
submitted before the first week in July. 

The report that Edward G. Davies, general 
consignee, 2 Clark street, had penned a com- 
plaint of the department of justice and for- 
warded this to President Roosevelt, caused no 
alarm in District Attorney Sims’ office. 

It would not become me to make a reply.“ 
explained Mr. Sims. It is true that some 
matters have been in this office for some time, 
but so many important current cases have 
arisen since I assumed office last September 
that despite an increased force we have had 
all we could do without recourse to the 
archives.“ 

Mr. Davies proved a valuable witness dur- 
ing the examination by the government of 
the excessive charges paid the Armour car 
Unes for icing charges.

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BRITISH PREMIER EXPLAINS 
PLAN AGAINST UPPER HOUSE. 


Plan at Present Is to Test the Feel- 
ing in the Commons—lLater a Bill 
Embodying Features Desired May 
Be Submitted for Passage—Balfour 
Opposes the Scheme—Propesal A- 
parently Not Pepular with Kither 
ef the Parties. 


LONDON, June .24.—Premier Campbell- 
Bannerman today moved in the house of com- 
mons his resolution curtailing the power of 
the house of lords befére the fullest house of 
the session. The resolution was as follows: 

That in order to give effect to the will of 
the people, as expressed by their elected 
representatives, it is necessary that the 
power of the other house to alter or reject 
bills passed by this house should be so re- 
stricted by law as te secure that, within the 
limits of a single parliament, the final decis- 
fon of the house of commons shall prevail.“ 

Replying to a question the premier said it 
was not proposed that the resolution dealing 
with the house of lords should be moved in 
the upper house after its discussion in the 
house of commons had been completed. He 
emphasized the fact that the resolution em- 
bodies the principle of the predominance of 
the house of commons, and said that in 
adopting this course they were following cer- 
tain historic precedents. 


Explains Motive of Motion. 

The resolution iteelf, even if carried, would 
not have the effect of law or procure the de- 
sired results; a bill would be necessary and 
the government would exercise its discretion 
as to when it should be introduced. 

His majesty’s ministers now only desired 
to test the opinion of the house and make 
sure they had the house of commons behind 
them. They held the view that the house of 
commons alone was authorized to express 
the country’s sentiments. He declared that 
the only course open was to recognize un- 
grudgingly the constitutional authority 
which resided in the house of commons. 


Balfour Fights Resolution. 

A. J. Balfour, the opposition leader, opposed 
the resolution and defended the house of 
lords. He admitted that the house of com- 
mons was the constitutional, predominant 
partner, but declared that even if they abel- 
ished the house of lords the nn would 
insist upon a substitute. 

In a general way the liberal comment on 
the government's plans es heard im the lob- 
blies is not favorable. The proposal is con- 
sidered too complicated and not suffictently 
drastic from a liberal and radical point of 
view. The conservatives describe the plan 
as absurd and clumsy.

FRENCH LEADER OF CRUSADERS 
INDICATES TRUCE TERMS. 


Marcellin Albert, So-Called Redeemer, 
Welcomed to Argelliers Following 
Hie Conference with M. Clemen- 
ccau—Says There Must Be an End 
to Revolutionary Tacticse—Econom- 
fe Claims Not Abandoned—Com- 
mittee Expected to Decide Today. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, June 24.—Marcellin Albert, leader 
in the revolt of wine growers in southern 
France, arrived at Argelliers this ev ening, 
where the peasants welcomed him as the ne- 
gotiator charged with a quasi-official mis- 
sion. During his journey he refused to de- 
scribe his interview with Premier Clemen- 
ceau, saying he had sworn to the minister to 
say nothing, but his account of what he now 
intends to do makes plain the general lines 
of his truce with the premier. He said: 

There must be an end. One cannot con- 
tinue massacring like that. I am going 
from commune to commune, from meeting 
to meeting, to ask my friends, comrades, 
and poor wine growers like myself to promise 
to cease all disorders, tumultuous mantfesta- 
tions, and revolts against the law. If they 
accede, Clemenceau will withdraw the 
troops, release those who are imprisoned, 
stop prosecutions, and peace will be estab- 
lished without, you understand. our abandon- 
ing any of our economic claims—a triumph 
which we will pursue by pacific and legal 
means. 

Will Use Every Effort to Win: 

When asked ff he expected to succeed M, 
Albert replied: 

I shall use every effort.“ 

“ And if you fall?“ he was asked. 

“J will strrender as a prisoner and re- 
join the others, sad for my failure, but proud 
of having done my duty,“ he replied. 

After seeing his own family Albert ap- 
peared and told those assembled that the 
Argelliers committee was going to meet. 
Later he reappeared and said no decision 
was reached, and the people must wait until 
tomorrow. 

Will Disavow Albert’s Action. 

MONTPELLIER, France, June 24.—M. Fer- 
roul, the ex-mayor of Nurbonne, who is in 
prison here, declared today that he would 
take the first opportunity to publicly dis- 
avow the action of Marcellin Albert in calling 
upon Premier Clemenceau at Paris on Sun- 
day.

CAESARISM FANS FLAME. 


Monarch’s Senseless Act Hurries 
Day When Republic Will 
Be Established. 


; 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, June 25, 3 a. m.—The corre- 
spondent of the Tribune, in a letter 
mailed from Lisbon on June 19, says that 
King Carlos’ throne is in imminent danger of 
being swept away by the rush of the great 
democratic wave, swollen suddenly to dan- 
gerous proportions by the senseless act of 
Ceesarism which he permitted on May 15. 
If Premier Franco's decree was unconstitu- 
tional or ill advised, he, at any rate, backed it 
with promises and cunning reasons, but the 
people do not forget that last year the king 
condemned Ribeiro’s attempt to dissolvé 
the cortes. 

The contrast in his attitude towards the 
conservative premier with the curiously 
illogical icense he has given Premier Franco 
has caused severe comment. The general 
feelihg in the country is one of advanced 
libefalism with the strongest republican in- 
Cclinations, and a repetition of autocratic 
bungling, which lost Don Miguel the throne 
in 1884, can only have one result in Portugal 
today, and that is the deposition of the king 
and the establishment of a republic. 


Days of Monarchy Numbered. 

That the monarchy must fall is admitted, 
but the manner of its falling is not pleasant 
to contemplate. It must be remembered that 
the crown is a difficult thing to yield up for 
a king of Portugal. Carl of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha is of an unbending race which has 
powerful princes in its kinship. His queen is 
@ Bourbon princess of France. The best 
loved foreigner at the court of St. James is 
King Carlos’ minister, that Rome can ill 
afford to lose. 

Lisbon already hag heard of the possibility 
of a British fleet patrolling Portuguese wa- 
ters, and a Spanish army is inspecting the 
frontier. It is known that Portugal should 
have been made a part of the new entente, 
and history shows that kings have a way of 
helping kings on the other side. The people, 
insulted in their rights are absor im their 
indignation, So far they have no leader, but 
there may be a Marcellin Albert in any tavern 
in the country. If such a man arises Lisbon 
and Oporto will call him, and the whole world 
may have to give attention to him.

URGE WAR ON CZAR’S POLICY. 


Social Revolutionist and Group of Toil 
Members of Dissolved Duma Issue 
an Appeal to People. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 24.—The social 
revolutionist and Group of Toil members of 
the late parliament, numbering 139 deputies, 
today issued their anticipated manifestoes 
summoning the people to continue, by force, 
the struggle for land, liberty, and popular 
representation. 

The documents, which proclaim that par- 
Hament perished for defending the people's 
rights, are remarkable for the fact that the 
emperor, for the first time, is attacked by 
name for breach of faith, the revolutionary 
proclamations having hitherto attributed all 
sins to the government on account of the lin- 
gering sentiment of loyalty to the emperor 
among the peasant masses. 

The manifestoes are regarded as being sec- 
ond Viborg addresses, but they lack the au- 
thority given to the latter by the participa- 
tion of an influential party, the constitutional 
democrats.

All Give $5,000 Bonds. 

All were arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Sanford C. Hinesdale, and held 
in $5,000 bonds, with the exception of Mc-

Of the seventy-three persons indicted by the 
grand jury fifty-five individuals are charged 
with conspiracy. to defraud the United States 
under the coal andtimber laws. The persons 
come from six different states. So far no 
warrants have been issued for those residing 
in states outside of Colorado.

PLANS AT HAGUE CONFERENCE 
TO PUT CURB ON NAVAL WAR, 


United States and England Offer Rules 
Against Bombarding Cities and Lay- 
ing Mines. 


THE HAGUE, June 24.—Prof. de Martens, 
president of the fourth committee of the 
peace conference, at its meeting today sum- 
marized the work accomplished by the con- 
vention of 1890 and the fields to be covered. 
He recalled the men who worked for the same 
purpose in 1899, and mentioned Andrew D. 
White, head of the American delegation te 
the conference of 1800, whose original skep- 
tictsm,. the speaker said, was transformed 
at the end of the conference into the best 
hope for ite success.

Walker Acouses the 
“Wizard” of Conspiring to 
Spoil Big Railroad Deal. 


INVOLVES OREGON LINE. 


Coast Project Smashed in Order 
to Keep Up Monopoly of 
Ownership. 


New York, June 24.—[Special.}—E. H. Har- 
riman’s financial methods were attacked in 
the courts today by Henry M. Walker of 
New Jersey, who sued the wizard" for 
$500,000 damages and incidentally accused 
him of breach of contract and conspiracy. 

Two tive defendants and twenty- 
nine other individuals are included in the suit, 
but the papers have not been served, and for 
this reason their names have been withheld 
by the court. 

Mr. Walker says he was employed in 1906 
by the officials of the Portland, Nehalem 
and Tillamook railway to float its bonds in 
London, and make arrangements with a Cali- 
fornia corporation, also named as one of the 
defendants, to advance $600,000 to be used 
in constructing the railway, the security to 
be bonds of the railway company. 

An issue of $8,000,000 of bonds was to be 
disposed of by him, for which he was to re- 
ceive a commission of 15 per cent, 2,409 
shares of stock, and $35,000 in cash. 


Bonds Never Delivered. 

The issue of bonds was to be delivered to 
him in London, where he entered into an 
agreement with the London Share and De- 
benture company, which was to advance the 
sum of 42.400, 000 on the bonds. Mr. Walker 
claims the bonds were not delivered to him 
and on his return to the United States he 
found that the president of the corporation 
and its board of directors had refused to 
sign the bonds. 

Mr. Walker also asserts he found that “ by 
trick and device the charter and property 
of the railway had been transferred to Ed- 
ward E. Lyttle, an agent of Edward H. Har- 
riman, and all of the capital stock of the 
road had been rendered practically worth- 
less through the influence of Mr. Harriman, 

He claims also that Mr. Harriman and as- 
sociates brought about the insolvency of the 
California company which had cotracted to 
loan the money to the railway for construc- 


tion purposes. 


Harriman Seeks Money. 

The complaint of Mr. Walker says that 
Mr. Harriman and his associates are bitterly 
opposed to the construction of this railway 
or any other in that vicinity, fearing it would 
interfere with their ownership and monopoly 
in, t part of the state. 

Mr. Walker asks that a receiver be appoint- 
eck for the property, that officers of the com- 
pany be ordered to sign and issue the bonds, 
account to him for 2,400 shares of stock 
they have wrongfully withheld from him, 
and to pay $85,000 legally due to him. He 
further aske the cancellation of all transfers 
made by Mr. Harriman or the latter's agents 
and that the road be restored ita franchise 
by the state of Oregon. 


TWAIN IN HOUSE OF COMMONS.

LONDON, June 24.—Mark Twain spent this 
afternoon in the house of commons and Iis- 
tened to the debate from the ambassadors’ 
gallery.

HYSTERICAL GIRL FOUND IN 
PARK IS MISSING NURSE. 
Young Wonian, Supposed to Be Suf- 
fering from Effects of Drug, Is 
Identified at the Detention Hos- 
pital by “The ‘Tribune’ as Miss 
Jessie Sims, an Employe of the 
County Infirmary at Dunning, Whe 

Disappeared Last Thursday. 


Two mysteries were solved yesterday by 
the identification of the girl who was found 
last Thursday in Lincoln park, apparently 
suffering from the effects of poison, as Miss 
Jessie Sims, 23 years old. a nurse in the 
county infirmary, who disappeared from Dun- 
ning on the morning of the same day. 

Both puzzles excited wonder for three or 
four days, but the interest of the police and 
others was beginning to lag when the solu- 
tion was discovered by THe TRIBUNE. 

The girl, found in the animal house in Lin- 
coln park, in a bewildered, hysterical con- 
dition, refused to tell her name and address. 
She was taken to the German hospital and, 
after remaining there a night, was arraigned 
in the Chicago avenue Municipal court. 
Under the examination of Judge Himes and 
Dr. H. I. Davis she still was sullen, and 
the court committed her to the detention 
hospital. 

Name on Garment Gives Clew. 

Relatives and friends of several missing 
girls were allowed to see the auburn haired 
young woman at the hospital, but none of 
the visitors knew her. There it was discov- 
ered that the police had overlooked an obvious 
clew. On a piece of her linen the word 
Sime was written in indelible ink. 


answered the description of the silent in- 
mate of the detention hospital, had been 
the object of several years of kindness from 
relatives of Edwin K. Walker, now a judge 
of the Municipal court. She was taken 
from an orphan asylum when a child, and, 
in return for her assistance in household 
work, received a fair education. 

She was appointed a nurse at Dunning in 
March, 1906, and, after a short time spent in 
caring for the patients of the insane hos- 
pital, was transferred to the infirmary, where 
she was a day nurse in one of the wards. 


Disappears from Infirmary. 

She bore an excellent reputation and wasa 
good worker, but mingled little with the other 
nurses. Even to her roommate she.confided 
nothing of her history save the fact of Judge 
Walker's assistance, 

Last Thursday, that being the day of the 
week upon which she was free to leave the 
county grounds, she started out im the morn- 
ing as usual, giving by her manner no cause 
for suspicion. That evening a girl whose 
condition indicated that she was under the 
influence of a drug was found in Lincoln 
park. Physicians who examined her, how- 
ever, said similar condition might have been 
caused by heat prostration. 

Neither Judge Walker nor any of the at- 
taches of Dunning was able to visit the de- 
tention hospital last evening, but the identi- 
ee was positive enough to make it cer- 
tain. ‘ 


Further Inquiry to Be Made. 

The girl will be arraigned before Municipal 
Judge Himes again on Thursday and the in- 
quiry into the nature of her trouble will be 
made more closely than upon the first ar- 
raignment. The girl denies that she took 
poison. 

Dr. O. C. Wilhite, superintendent of the 
Dunning institutions, said he could see no 
reason for any attempt by Miss Sims to end 
her life. He denied a rumor that she had 
been abused by her superior, Miss Charlotte 
Simpson, the head nurse. The only event 
that led him to admit the possibility: of a 
suicidal intent was the receipt in a plain 
envelope Friday morning of Miss Sims’ pass 
card to the county grounds, but he believed 
that this had been lost by her and was mailed 
by the finder rather than that she had sent 
it to show she had resigned her position.

CLEARED UP BYA LIVERYMAN. 
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STATES EVIDENCE 


“Jack” Lenehan, in Court, 
Faces Charge of Falsify- 
ing a Public Record. 


“FIXED” A JURY CARD? 


Defendant Accused of Donating

The first “ graft "’ cage to come out of Chi- 
cago’s new Municipal courts received its 
first hearing-jesterday before Judge Ball in 
the Criminal court. 

John P.—better known as Jack "—Lené- 
han, a former deputy under Chief Clerk Gal- 
pin, was placed on trial on a charge of 
falsifying a public record. He is accused of 
having “fixed” the jury card of Sidney 
H. Spiegel so as to make it appear that $20.50 
was due for jury service, when the amount 
due in reality was $4.50. 

Payment Stopped in Time, | 

Two peculiar circurmstances served to rob 
the case of most of its sensation.“ The ir- 
regularity was discovered at the outset by a 
secretary in Chief Justice Olson’s office and 
called to the justice’s attention in time to stop 
payment on the voucher made from the card, 
so that more serious charges, such as might 
have followed the disposition of the money, 
were made impossible. Then, when the case 
was called for trial, Lenehan’s attorney, 
W. S. Forrest, made it clear that the truth of 
the charge was freely admitted and that the 
case would be fought on a technicality. 

Chief Justice Olson took the witness stand 
in the afternoon and told of a confession 
made to him by Lenehan in his (Justice Ol- 
son's) office.

Card. Not Public Record. 


In his cross examination of Justice Olson 
Attorney Forrest brought up his conten- 
tion that the jury card is not technically a 
public record; that it is not provided for by 
the Municipal court act or by any court 
order, but was merely devised by Justice 
Olson and his assistants as a memorandum 
of convenience. 

After Justice Olson had testified the jury 
retired and Attorney Forrest moved that the 
state’s evidence be excluded and the jury in- 
structed. to discharge the defendant. He de- 
clared that either the Muinicipal court act 
or a court order, and not the cHlef justice, 
must prescribe the duties of the clerk and 
his deputies, that jury cards are not spe- 
cifically mentioned in the act, and that the 
stub of the juror’s voucher certificate is the 
only official record filed.

Jury Quickly Secured. 
A jury was obtained quickly in the morning,

According to the usual statistics, the av- 
erage woman's wages in the shoe factories ig 
abéut $8. These statistics are generally 
gathered from the timekeeper’s books under 


thé eye of the employer, and are apt to be a 


little generous. .They are, however, suffi- 
cient to indicate that the mill girl makes 
more money than the shop girl. Further- 
more, her chances of a respectable marriage 
are at least equally as good. As she lives 
in smaller towns and hee less of a supposed 
social status te maintain, her price of living 
ig much maler than that of the shop girl in 
the large cities. 

A single woman can exist for $3.50 in Lynn, 
and for $4 can be almost comfortabie. The 
name rates for board and lodging do not go 
so far in a large city.

MILITIA READY TO PROTECT

Gov. Blanchard of Louisiana Orders 
Troops Prepared for Action When 
Prisoners Are Transferred. 


New Orleans, La:; June 24.— The state 
militia was notified today by Gov. Blanchard 
to hold itself in readiness to protect the 
Italiane arrested in the Lamana kidnapping 
case.

Up to tonight fifteen prisoners have been 
placed in the Orleans parish prison, one of 
them a woman. During the day two prison- 
ers whose safety was feared for in a neigh- 
boring parish jail were brought to New Or- 
leans.

SAVINGS BANK INSURANCE. 

The Massachusetts legislature has 
passed a bill authorizing savings banks to 
add a department of industrial insurance, 
Hardly any legislative enactment of the 
last year is better calculated to help 
working people make provision for their 
families. The measure is one which has 
been advocated in different states and has 
been shown to be theoretically ideal. 
Massachusetts now tries the first experi- 
ment, testing whether it will work prac- 
tically. c 

The fault with industrial insurance 
companies of the better sort is not that 
they are unsafe investments for those who 
are able to make regular payments; but 
that the mechanism of collection is so 
clumsy and expensive that the rate is 
higher than necessary and the danger of 
a failure to keep up payments is corre 
spondingly great. The profits of the in- 
dustrial companies come largely from the 
ruin of hopes. After payments have been 
made week by week for a long time some 
unforeseen exigency prevents one regular 
payment, and the insurance lapses. There 
is no reasonable ground for complaint. 
The insured knew the rules. At the sdme 
time it is impossible not to feel sorry for 
the loser. 

Under the new law savings banks will 
open insurance departments. The office 
force already engaged, with possibly a 
few additions, will be able to attend to 
the insurance business. Every week the 
amount to be paid is deducted automatic- 
ally from the amount already on deposit. 
The depositor is expected to pay into the 
bank the amount of the premium due, but, 
on the one hand, a visit to the savings 
bank will make it convenient to deposit a 
larger sum and thus increase the savings 
account, and, on the other hand, the in- 
surance will not be forfeited so long as 
there is anything to the depositor’s ac- 
count, even though he may be for several 
weeks prevented from visiting the bank. 

This system differs from compulsory 
wotkmen’s insurance found in some coun- 
tries, since it is voluntary and varies in 
amount according to the workman’s de- 
sire instead of according to his wages. It 
is not socialietic nor cotperative and 
hence liable to fall under the control of 
politicians and agitators: It is a business 
enterprise which is expected to yield a 
satisfactory return on the original invest 
ment. It permits established savings 
banks to offer all the benefits of indgus- 
trial insurance to their depositors with

REBATE OR BONUS? 

‘A federal grand jury saye it was a 
rebate.

Indeed, from their point of view, the pay- 
‘ment of the so-called bonus was a highly 
meritorious action, because it contributed 
to the building up of an infant in- 
dustry.” 

As the case is put on behalf of the rail- 
road, a company proposed to erect a mil- 
lion dollar beet sugar plant on its line, but 
needed a little assistance. The officers 
of the road, seeing that the plant would 
increase its freight business and benefit 
the community, gave the sugar company 
a bonus of $15,000. The recipients of the 
bonus say that the road agreed to give 
$85,000 on a hundred shipments of build- 
ing material, but did not quite live up to 
its agreement. 

Some day the courts will determine 
whether this transaction was the criminal 
payment of a rebate or an innocent bonus 
—a praiseworthy attempt to develop the 
beet sugar industry in a Kansas town. 
The dictionary definitions of “ bonus” do 
not seem to fit the case. It 18 defined as 
“something in the nature of a honorarium 
or additional compensation for a service or 
advantage; as “the premium given for 
‘@ loan or for a charter”: as “an extra 
dividend : and, “ euphemistically,” as “a 
bribe.” The sugar refiners did not seem 
to think they were getting a bonus from 
the railroad. Their impression was that 
if they shipped a specified quantity. of 
freight the charge was to be reduced by 
a certain sum. 

Undoubtedly the establishment of the 
sugar plant contributed to the business of 
the railroad. How far 4 road can go in 
extending monetary aid to a present or 
prospective shipper is something which 
has not been fully determined. As the 
present experience of the Santa Fe road 
shows, it is a hazardous business to engage 
in. It is wiser for a railroad not to give 
hontises to new or old shippers, for its 
motives may be misconstrued. 


LABOR’S DEATH TOLL. 

The statement made by the Pittsburg 
coroner regarding the violent deaths which 
come to his attention is a startling: one. 
In that city in 1906, 919 out of 2,660 cor- 
oner’s cases were those of persons whose 
death was directly due to accident in mine 
or mill or on railroad. Comparing the 
first five months of 1907. with the similar 
period of 1906, the number of cases is 
1005 and 1,015, the deaths from the 
causes mentioned above being 844 and 340 
respectively. The figures seem to indicate 
that the death toll which industry is pay- 
ing every year is a fairly constant one. 

These records seem appalling. They 
havé become so common as to fail to at- 
tract the attention they deserve. In a 
manufacturing city like Pittsburg, where 
there are large numbers employed in what 
are called hazardous undertakings, the roll 
of the dead naturally is larger than in 


against gross carelessness. | 

There have been many attempts to re- 
duce the dangers attendant upon labor in 
the mine, in the mill, and on the railroad. 
Laws of various kinds have been passed 
by state legislatures. Inspectors of one 
sort and another have as their duty the 
scrutiny of machinery and safety appli- 
ances. There certainly has been a desire 
manifested to reduce the death toll to its 
lowest figure. The totals are smaller than 
they would be without this constant su- 
pervision, but they are still frightfully 
large. 

Where sufficient protection is not af- 
forded for workmen steps should be taken 
to remedy the defect. Where there is apt 
to be carelessness there should be con- 
stant warning. Everything that is possi- 
ble should be done by employers to safe- 
guard those who toil. But when all is 
done there will still be a steady loss of 
life as unexpected accidents come or care- 
lessness makes ineffective the precautions 
whose observance might save the toiler 
from death,

The two only surviving sons of the old 
elector are first Prince Henry of Hanau, 64 
years of age, who was recently jilted by the 
multimillionaire widow, old Frau O6celber- 
mann, on her discovering that owing to terms 
of the will of the late elector, she would never 
be able to share Henry of Hanau’s princely 
coronet, and would have to content herself 
with the rank of a mere countess and with 
the questionable status of a morganatic wife. 


The old lady, who had advanced Prince Hen- 


ry a million marks on the strength of her im- 
pending marriage on a footing of equality, is 
now endeavoring to recover the money 
through the courts on the plea that it had 
been obtained from her by false pretenses. 

Prince Henry’s sole heir is his only remain- 
ing younger brother, Philip, who is married 
to a former variety actress of the name of 
Albertine Stauber. She bears the title of 
Countess Schaumburg and is regarded in the 
eyes of German law as hie morganatic wife. 
The only son of this union died.some time 
ago, leaving a couple of little girls, who by 
the terms of the old elector’s will are de- 
barred by the morganatic birth of their 
father from inheriting the Horowitz estates. 

— 

As the elector’s will makes no provision for 
the disposition of all this property in Bohe- 
mia in the event of his sons, the princes of 
Hanau, all dying in turn without leaving le- 
gitimate male issue other than morganatic, 
Prince Henry, the present owner of the prop- 
erty, and Prince Philip, his younger brother, 
take the ground that they are at liberty, to 
sell it and to spend the money thus obtained. 
The blind landgrave of Hesse and Prince 
| Frederick Charles of Hesse object to this. on 
the ground of a family compact of a couple 
of hundred years ago, whereby it. was agreed 
that in the event of one of the numerous 
branches of the house of Hesse becoming ex- 
tinct its possessions should pass to the 
branch next in the line of seniority. The 
princes of Hanau insist that this compact 
related merely to the crown lands and to the 
sovereignty and not to the private estates.

This. is the issue then which the Bohemian 
courts of Prague are called upon, to decide 
They are to determine whether the family 
compact between the various branches of the 
sovereign house of Hesse, contracted more 
than two cénturies ago, covers the private 
estates as well as the thrones and the crown 
lands of the dynasty. 

Popular sympathy, and also the good will of 
the reigning families of Europe are all with 
the plaintiffs. For the princes of Hanau have 
a most unenviable reputation not only 
throughout Germany but also in England and 
in France, where Prince Henry was most un-

g and reputation. The mother ot the princes of 
Hanau was a woman named Gertrude Falk- 
enstein, daughter of a Berlin wine merchant, 
and who was divorced “ A l'’aimiable " by her 

‘first husband, a Prussian lancer officer of the 
name of Lehmann, in order to enable her to 
become the morganatic consort of the elector. 

The blind landgrave, who is the plaintiff in 
the present case, is rich in his own right and 
spends much of his time abroad, mainiy in 
Paris and in London. He is a wonderful mu- 
sician and has achieved considerable note as 
a composer, and received much of his educa- 
tion at the celebrated college for the blind 
near Sydenham, one of the suburbs of Lon- 
don. In spite of his affliction he is fond of 
society, with which he mingles freely in the 
English and French capitals, in both of which 
he is popular. His elder brother disappeared 
in @ most mysterious fashion while @p a 
trip around the world, During the voyage 
from Singapore te Java he left his traveling 
companions on deck after luncheon, announc- 
ing that he was going to take a siesta in his 
stateroom below. He was never heard of 
again. He was seen to go below, but no one 
saw him fall overboard, and the porthole of 
his cabin, though open, was too small to 
admit of his making use of it to jump into 
the sea. His disappearance has always re- 
mained a mystery. 

— 

As for the suits of Princess Louise of Bel- 
gium and ex-Crown Princess Stephanie 
against their father, King Leopold, the pro- 
ceedings will have the effect of bringing be- 
fore the highest courts of Belgium the exact 
status of the king with regard to the Congo 
Free State, which at present is a matter of 
dispute between him and the Belgian legisla- 
ture. The two princesses seem to believe that 
the entire Congo Free State is their father’s 
personal property, and therefore part of 
their patrimony, and that in ceding it to Bel- 
gium or in allowing it to be annexed by the 
latter he is robbing them of a part of their 
future inheritance. They mey be excused for 
this strange assumption, for King Leopold 
is never tired of insisting that the Free State 
is his own creation, the offspring of his cap- 
ital and of his enterprise, and that he is free 
to dispose of it, as he sees fit. This assump- 
tion is oppo by a majority of the Belgian 
parliament and by the foreign powers, which 
latter take the ground that when by the 
treaty of Berlin they confided the govern- 
ment of the Congo valley to Leopold under 
certain conditions, which he has wholly neg- 
lected to fulfill, they ceded it to him as a sov- 
ereignty and not as a piece of personal prop- 
erty. 

If this contention is upheld by the courts the 
princesses will then take steps to prevent any 
alienation by the king of those vast tracts of 
rubber forests, etc., which he has deeded, in 
his capacity as absolute sovereign of the 
Free State, to himself in his private capacity 
under the name of domaine privee, and which 
he is farming out to subcompanies on a roy- 
alty basis, among the companies being that 
of Thomas B. Ryan and his syndicate. The 
validity of the title of King Leopold to the 
„domaine privee”™ and the precise value of 
the contracts which he has granted to the 
subcompanies will then also be reviewed by 
the highest Belgten courts. 


— 

Even were the Belgian courts to show them- 
selves entirely favorable to Leopold, which 
is doubtful under present circumstances, it is 
just a question whether the foreign powers 
signatory of the treaty of Berlin, by which 
the Free State was created,: might not inter- 
vene. In one word, there is endless litigation 
in sight unless King Leopold at once effects 
a pecuniary compromise with his two elder 
daughters and buys them off, no matter how 
heavy the cost, and thereby escapes a legal 
review of hie status of his rights in the 
Congo, and of the validity of the contracts 
which he has granted to Thomas B. Ryan 
and others.

May Cause Revolution. 

Undoubtedly Caceres’ action will precipi- 
tate a sensation in Santo Domingo and may 
cause a revolution. No congress likes to be 
ignored or to have its will thwarted. Never- 
theless, according to information Col. Colton 
has brought, Caceres will be able to main- 
tain himself at the head of the government 
and to suppress a revolt. 

There are no American gunboats in Domin- 
ican waters and the administration has no 
intention of dispatching any. The Dominicans 
well know that American marines would be 
landed only in case Americans or their prop- 
erty were injured or should attacks be made 
upon custom houses which are under Amer- 
ican jurisdiction. Caceres is perfectly will- 
ing to assume the dictatorship of Santo Do- 
mingo in name as he is in fact, but he would 
prefer to have things run along in a con- 
stitutional’’ way in order that the fiction that 
he possesses authority from the people may 
be preserved. He appreciates fulty the ad- 
vantage of American intervention, and in his 
last annual message called attention do the 
fact that for the first time in the history of 
the republic the annual balance of the public 
treasury, aggregating more than $280,000, 
showed an amount equal to that mentioned 
by the secretary of the treasury in his report.

Root visits Mexico this September he will 
reach an agreement with the Mexican au- 
thorities which will enable more effective 
joint action by the American and Mexican 
governments for the preservation of tran- 
quillity in the Central American states.

In how many houses 
in America is it done? It is considered too 
expensive to send them to the shops, so they 
remain in the same condition for years, per- 


Raps, and we get so used to lumpy beds that 


We accept them as one of the necessary evils 
of life. But if we cannot afford to have 
them remade every year, we at least can 
take pdins to keep them fresh. As soon 
made it should be in- 
closed in a cover of unbleached sheeting. 
This will protect it from dust and the sheet-. 
ing should be removed and washed at least 
once a year. Whenever a room is not likely 
to be used for some time the mattress should 
be lifted from the bedstead, so that the air 
can reach it on all sides. It seriously in- 
jures a good hair mattress to keep it for 
long without a proper airing, and every: mat- 
tress in regular use should be turned at least 
once a week, To wash bed ticking rinse it 
well in cold water, to which has been added 
some permanganate of potash. This will make 
it perfectly sweet. Stains can be removed 
with the assistance of chloride of lime, but 
the ticking should be rinsed afterwards. The 
inside should be carefully waxed before the 
feathers are put in; this will prevent them 
ffom working their way through. The best 
way to clean bed feathers is to put them 
into a bowl of hot soapsuds, shaking them 
well all the time they are in the water. Then 
rinse them thoroughly and wring them in 
a cloth, so ag to extract all the moisture pos- 
sible. Spread them out on a clean sheet in 
a Warm room and leave them there to dryall 
night. Then place them on another sheet and 
beat them well with a stick.’ This is a disa- 
greeable process, and a veil should be tied 
over the face and head to prevent the fluff 
from getting into the hair and eyes. 


For Baby's Bath. 

If you have an old bath cabinet in the at- 
tic you have material for two fine screens for 
the nursery. By removing hinges I divided 
cabinet in two parts. Turning top flaps in- 
side I covered outside with ‘beautiful paper 
of nursery design, costing 50 cents. I put 
it on with flour paste, the inside reaching 
to bottom of top section of each panel. I 
made pockets of different sizes out of old 
Indian head skirt, binding them with tape 
and tacking securely to frame. The lower 
half-sections T made into one big pocket. I 
keep everything for baby’s bath in pockets, 
also his napkins and clothes.

Roosevelt Orders Taft’ to Be- 
organize Commission in Or- 
der to Save Money. 


AUDITOR'S OFFICE TO GO. 


President Getting Ready to Fore- 
stall Criticism in Next Ses- 
sion of Congress. 


Washington, D. C., June 24.—[Special.}— 
By direction of the president there is to be 
another reorganization of the isthmian canal 
commission. This time the principal branch 
of the commission affected will be that in 
Washington, which has been executing the 
orders of Chief Engineer Goethals with ref- 
erence to the dispatch of labor and supplies 
to the canal zone. Now, however, the presi- 
dent has given imperative instructions that 
the most rigid economy consistent with the 
highest degree of efficiency ’’ shall be the 
policy. As a result an order will be issued 
on July 1 abolishing the auditor's office and 
placing the work of auditing the accounts 
of the commission under the auditor for the 
war department. The purchasing business 
will be intrusted to an officer of the army. 


Some Go, Some Stay. 

Joseph Bucklin Bishop of New York, who 
has been in charge of the office here since 
the reorganization some months ago, may 
proceed to the isthmus and perform the du- 
ties of secretary there. The advisability of 
this action is now under consideration. The 
Fresident has stated emphatically that Mr. 
Bishop must be retainéd at his salary of 
$10,000 per annum. 

David R. Ross, purchasing agent, and 
Ernest 8. Benson, general auditor, who also 
received $10,000 each, have resigned to take 
effect in July. The former probably will be 
succeeded by Maj. Hodges of the engineer 
corps of the army, whose army pay will be 
increased to $5,000. 

During the two days he was here Secretary 
Taft was busily engaged in carrying out 
the orders of the president. It is said the 
latter expects criticisms of the canal admin- 
istration during the next session, both from 
Gemocrats and from representatives of that 
element in his own party which is not in sym- 
pathy with his policies generally. As rigid 
economy is the surest. way to avoid just 
criticism, he has instructed Secretary Taft 
to cut expenses to the bone, while at the 
same time seeing to it that the dirt is kept 


flying. 
Has Spent $34,000,000. 
Secretary Taft has forwarded to the presi- 
Gent reports showing that, exclusive of $50,- 
000,000 originally paid to the French com- 
any for all its rights in the property, there 
ad actually been spent up to last March 
only about $34,000,000 aut of a total appro- 
priation of $145,000,000. The total sum ap- 
propriated for actual construction is a little 
over $74,009,000. Thus the commission has 
available for purposes of construction about 
$40,000,000 with which to operate until con- 
gress authorizes the expenditures for the 
next fiscal year, beginning July 1, 1908. 
The same report shows also that there are 
engaged on the work a total of 23,463 men of 
all grades of service. Of this number 19,152 
are common laborers, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of whom.are foreigners and are car- 
ried on the silver roll,“ or who are paid 
in Panamanian currency or its equivalent. 
The remaining 4,331 operatives are clerks, 
stenographers, skilled laborers, etc., who 
are paid on a basis of American gold. 


LT. COL. AYRES FACES 1NQUIRY. 


Army Officer’s Criticism of Military 
Courts to Be Investigated by 
Gen. Garlington. 


— * 

Washihgton, D. C., June 24.— [Special. 
Inspector General of the Army E. A. Garling- 
ton, who investigated for the president the 
“shooting up of Browneville, Tex., by the 
Regro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth infantry, 

has been intrusted with an inquiry into the 
expulsion of Mrs. Charles G. Ayres, wife of 
Lieut. Col. Ayres of the Fourteenth infantry, 
from the military reservation at West Point. 

At the same time Gen. Garlington will en- 
deavor to establish whether or not Lieut. 
Col. Ayres was correctly quoted in an inter- 
wiew which attributed to him the 2 
pentiments: 

The charge that the influence of women at 
West Point is detrimental to cadets or to the 
academy is due to jealousy, andthat the crit- 
icism of Mrs. Ayres is a tissue of false~ 
hoods by officers of the army anxious to — 
Mrs. Ayres.“ 

He is also reputed to have said that an ap- 
peal ta a military court would be suicidal, 
as his experience had convinced him that mili- 
tary investigations are a farce and had been 
used for years as means to destroy an offi- 
cer’s record. 

Lieut. Col. Ayres was called upon to state 
whether the interview was granted by him. 
He has declined to make any statement what- 
soever on the subject. Should Gen. Garling- 
ton be able to prove that Ayres talked for 
publication, as the interview alleges, he may, 
be court martialed.

Crop conditions northwest on the whole 
are satisfactory, although it is admitted that 
the crop is late. There has been no ma- 
terial change the last few days, and with 
the exception of a few scattered complaints 
of too dry weather in the western part of 
North Dakota, wheat and oats are in fair 
condition. From across the line reporte were 
received of much the same tenor, stress 


being laid upon the lateness of the crop. 


McWilliams of Winripeg wired: “ Crops in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan generally are 
in a healthy condition, but late—fully three 
weeks. Under the most favorable conditions 
Wheat will not be headed before Aug. 5 to 
10. It will require five weeks of good ripen- 
ing weather after that, bringing harvest 
well into September. In my opinion we are 
not going to get a big crop, and what we 
have is almost sure to be frost bitten.” 


Scattered reports of rust in cats were re- 
ceived yesterday, but so far no great amount 
of damage from this cause is claimed. It 
was the opinion of several competent crop 
students, however, that the weather of the 
last few days had been of the kind to bring 
on the rust, the excespive moisture and hot 
days being conducive to its spread. The 
Updike Commission company has secured 
the services of R. E. Stone, assistant bot- 
anist of the agricultural experiment station 
at Lafayette, Ind., to investigate all claims 
of rust damage. Mr. Stone is an expert on 
rust, having made a specialty of that Une 
of agricultural work. He will go to every 
place where rust is reported and make a 
thorough investigation. His first work will 
be in the vicinity of St. Joseph, Mo. 


Ideal weather conditions for all crops were 
quite general over Sunday. Rains were 
widely scattered except in the southwest, 
where they are now wanting dry conditions 
for harvesting. Harvesting will be quite gen- 
eral in Kansas and Missouri by the latter 
part of this week, and the trade is anxious 
to see whether or not the claims of damage 
which have been so freely made.will be 
substantiated. So far the thrashing re- 
turns have not been encouraging, south- 
western reports being almost unanimous in 
the opinion that yields will bear out thé 
damage reports. Rain has retarded har- 
vesting several days already in some parts 
of southern Kansas, and Sterling, Kas., 
wired that fields that promised 5 to 6 bu 
per acre will not be cut at all, on account
